A total of 310,630 tons of coal was
shipped from Newport News to Amer¬
ican and foreign ports last month.
Witli llio exception of tho month of
May, this Is larger Hum any month¬
ly shipment In 1000, and is the fourth
largest Ibis year.
Up to August I, the total coal ship¬

ments for this year aggregated 1,980;-SSO. The output this month is ex¬
pected to exceed 300,000 tons ami
tho total output for 1007 probably
will nearly reach the 4,000.000 mark.

Here, inla modest showcase In the Terra Cot¬ta Room.almost minotice! by the se¬rious minded people who spent a por-tlou of their Whitsun holiday In thegreat museum- -Is a wonderful revij-lutloit of the child mind of Iwo thou¬sand years ago.
What were the thoughts and de¬sires of the children of ancient Athensor Rome? Very Simitar to those ofthe children of modern London, toJudge from the contents of this show-ease. The most striking object In theexhibition is a rag doll.a fragile, di¬lapidated little figure, which looks asthough a strong gust or wind wouldreduce It to ashes. It was fondled andworshiped 1.1100 years ago by someUtile Kornau maiden, who probablyregarded II as her most precious pos¬session. Dolls there are of inuiivkinds.wood nnd hone and earthen-ware.In the showcase, but nonequite so fascinating as this one. Yetthe carved und beaten figures have(in Interest of Iholr own. Some ofthem are clever hits of W6rkmnn8hlp,though iholr youthful owners wouldweep to sou thorn now. For scarcelyone of them has beep handed downthrough (he long nges with Its ariiito-1my complete. Many are witllOUlarms and legs; Boma bnve lost nnear. or a nose, or a portion of tbe|bead; a few are battered and bruisedalmost beyond recognition. Mostheartrending or all, there Is quite aconsiderable collodion of disjointedlimbs for which no bodies have beenfound. It Is interesting to notice thatmany of the little images are jointed,and that the legs and arms may bemoved ilp and down. Rut apparentlythe dollmnkor of those far orr days'had not conceived the Idea of a toy]baby thai could ejaculate "Mamma.'*Near the rag doll is a baby's shell-1[like rattle which boasts an antiquitylot 2.100 years. It helped to banishthe tears of some infant eight cento-,hies before- tho Christian era. Anoth-Tor rattle Is carved in Hie form of algrotesque pig; close by it is an earth¬enware whistle with which sonic(Ireek or Roman hoy produced theshrill sounds in which his sou) de¬lighted. There nie toys In great va;riety -carved horses, dogs, birds, andimonkeys, mlnatiire tables and chairs.'comic figures on horseback, ami a

very rusty chariot and pair. There
are glass and crystal marbles which
are scarcely lo be distinguished fromtheir English, twentieth century pro-totypoB. nice nnd counters and.'knucklebones" He side by side Withstrange carved fragments which usedto figure in some classic game, now-long forgotten.
